Life-Sized Display 
Here Again After 


Absence of Year 


The elaborate Christmas scene 
at Plant City, two miles north 
of Elba, on the Elba and Troy 
highway, which was so famous 
two years ago, has again been 
installed and is attracting large 
throngs of interested visitors, 
The scene was on exhibition at 
the Clio Baptist Church last 
season, 

The scene is a happy combina- 
tion of the Nativity story and 
the more modern St, Nicholas 
theme, The scene covers a wide 
stretch of ground across the hill, 
which makes an ideal setting 
for the display, which is the 
handiwork of a German artist 
who was a prisoner at Camp 
Rucker during World War II. 
Rey. J. EB, Plant purchased the 
display from him at quite a 
large outlay. 

Everything in the display is 
life size. Approaching from the 
left are the wise men and their 
camels, while from the right, 
Santa Claus with his reindeer, 
sleigh and other paraphernalia 
are eagerly approaching the 
stable where the Christ Child, 
with his mother, is cradled in a 
manger. The stable with a don- 
key, cow, sheep and other barn- 
yard animals, form a very real- 
istic scene. The artist showed 
remarkable talent in the expres- 
sion of eagerness and wonder- 
ment he gave to all the charac- 
ters. Even the cow, camels and 
donkey have marked expres- 
sions on the countenances, Mr. 
Plant said the sheep were so 
natural in appearance that 
when they were placed in their 
positions his dog growled ana 
barked at them, thinking they 
were real animals:.A large “Star 
of Bethlehem” directs the caval- 
cades to the scene of the imma- 
culate birth of the Savior of the 
World. The whole scene is beau- 
tifully electrically illuminated, 
making it a truly wonderful ex- 
travaganza, 

Countless visitors are register- 
ing in the large book placed in 
a nearby booths The names re- 
gistered show that many of the 
visitors are from distant points. 
Rev. Plant is to be congratulat- 
ed on his outstanding Christ- 
mas display.

Research Plan 
Opens New Fight 
On Schizophrenia 


NEW YORK—A _ comprehensive 
research program and important 
new discoveries are helping man- 
kind'’s conquest of schizophrenia 
Details have been made public by 
Dr. Nolan D. C, Lewis, field di- 
rector of the study of the mental 
ailment being made by the supreme 
council of the Scottish Rites Masons 
at a cost of $750,000. 


This all-inclusive study, believed 
to be the first of its kind, was 
Summed up by Dr. Lewis as offer- 
ing “many of the missing pieces 
of the puzzle that is schizophrenia.’’ 

“This disorder known as schizo: 
phrenia is like a gigantic jigsaw 
puzzle with pieces missing,’’ he 
said. ‘However, many of them 
have been found and fitted to- 
gether and the missing ones are 
becoming fewer." 


Study Infants 


The researchers struck at schizo- 
phrenia from all possible directions. 
They studied the infant, the nursery 
school child, the adolescent and the 
aged. They looked at the parents, 
especially the mothers, of schizo- 
phrenics, and at the children of 
psychotic parents. They tried to 
find the answer to the question: 
‘What type of person is likely to 
succumb to schizophrenia?”’ 


They studied the effect of phys- 
ical treatment, such as shock and 
insulin on patients, and of psycho- 
logical treatment, such as group 
therapy. They analyzed what bod- 
ily changes took place during the 
illness, 

These projects, plus the 226 arti- 
cles, monographs and books that 
the money helped to finance, were 
descrthed as representing a pro- 
gram that isolated the illness and 
‘brought all the principal issues in- 
volved into a clear focus." 

The seriousness of this illness is 
shown, by the fact that ‘‘in the civ- 
ilian population each year thou- 
sands of unsuspecting souls are 
struck dewn suddenly by the living 
death known as_ schizophrenia, 
which is particularly cruel because | 
its victims are often children and 
adolescents.” 


Terrifying ~Thought 


The mentally ill now occupy 
more than 50 per cent of the na- 
tion’s hospital beds and _ schizo- 
phrenia accounts for\the largest | 
percentage of those who are men: | 
tally ‘ill, he pointed out. | 

“Tt is terrifying that we have 
been able to predict that next year | 
go many thousands of persons will 
start their weary march to the 
medital hospitals and that we are 
powerless to halt them and in most 
cases to help them.”’ 


“We have not known why cer- 
tain people break down in the strug- 
gle to survive in this uncertain 
world—why they must literally ‘go 
out of their wits’ to escape its pain,” 

‘The groundwork for the program 
was laid down fifteen years ago by 
Dr. Lewis, who visited more than 
200 laboratories, hospitals and other 
scientific centers and read hun- 
dreds of scientific papers, after 
which he wrote a book called ‘'Re- 
search in Dementia Praecox” (how 
known as schizophrenia).

Mrs. Mills, The tract measures 
1U0 by 1,400 feet, but the deed gives 
no “‘place of beginning.’"’ The deed 
was executed in 1908,

tax map, without making much 
headway. If the missing three 
acres is not located by the time the 
map is finished, it may turn up

Mr. B. S. Brunson writes this 
week concerning the posting of 
land in Coffee County. While we 
do not agree with Mr, Brunson 
entirely, we think his attitude is 
commendable. Most of the per- 
sons we have talked to who have 
posted land tell us that they 
have done so regretfully, but 
had to do it because of abuses of 
hunters to their property. Many 
of them say they will allow hun- 
ters on their land who ask per- 
mission, so that the owner will 
know who to call on in case of 
damage to his property. Others 
just plain don’t want anybody 
to hunt on their land. 

Mr. Brunson’s letter is as fol- 
lows: 

“TI notice by reading the Clip- 
per that a large number of land 
owners have posted their land 
and forbidden hunters or fisher- 
men to enter upon their premi- 
ses. I am recognized as being 
one of the extensive land owners 
of the county, and I believe that 
T have no right to forbid anyone 
who enjoys to hunt or fish, the 
privilege of hunting or fishing 
on my land or crossing my land 
to reach some other fishing or 
hunting place. 

‘However I do object to anyone 
who sees fit to post his land, 
thus robbing many a poor, land- 
Jess hunter or fisherman of the 
privilege of indulging in these 
tharmless pastimes, using my 
fand. Let him hunt on his own 
posted land but stay off mine,

Rainbows in Living Room 
Not to Be Expected Soon 


PASSAIC, N. J.—It will be at 
least a decade before you can have 
rainbows in your living room, Dr, 
Allen B, Du Mont, one of the “big 
three’ television manufacturers 
says color television is between 10 
and 20 years away, 

The federal communications com- 
mission is currently holding hear- 
ings on whether to authorize color 
telecasts, 

“I think the FCC will postpone 
the thing until they have some- 
thing decent to go ahead with," 
said Du Mont. ‘There has been 
no real change in either the CBS 
or RCA systems in the last three 
years, 

“We are experimenting with 
half a dozen methods ourselves, 
But you can’t make a foolproof 
color system overnight. And there 
just isn’t a system ready yet that 
is commercially feasible.” 

The FCC announced in advance 
of its hearings that it wouldn't ap- 
prove any color system that would 
make television sets now on*the 
market obsolete, 

Du Mont believes that by 1953 
there will be 13,500,000 video boxes 
in use, 1000 TV stations on the 
air, and some 950,000 persons in 
the mushrooming new industry. 

The stocky, 48 year old scien- 
tist turned bisinessman began at 
the bottom. In 1931 the young in- 
ventor made the biggest decision 
of his life—'‘to be my own boss.” 

He began turning out cathode 
ray tubes in a remodeled garage. 

“Our sales for the first year to- 
taled exactly $30,’ he recalled, 
“and we lost money for six straight 
years,” 

But by 1941 the firm had an an- 
nual gross of $600,000. In 1948 it 
had grown Yo 27 million dollars, 
and this year Du Mont expects it 
will reach 45 to 50 million dollars. 

He has his own television net- 
work now and just this week dedi- 
cated a two million dollar plant at 
East Paterson, N. J., capable of 
turning out a TV set every 20 sec- 
onds, 

Du Mont has patented more than 
50 inventions himself and stil) tink- 
ers a couple of hours a day with 
some 60 TV sets he has set up in a 
laboratory near his home, 

‘TI used to keep them in the house, 
but my wife screamed so much I 
had to move them out to a lab,’’ he 
said. 

He feels that radio will soon be 
secondary to television and be- 
lieves this is already true in the 
larger cities. And he stubbornly 
contests the contention by some 
that radio will retain its dominance 
during daytime hours. 

“We already have a bigger audi- 
ence on some of our daytime TV 
programs than competing radio 
Stations,” he said.

Of Word Usage 


MILWAUKEE, WIS.—The word 
‘“jazz,"' long an honored word in 
a wide circle of Americans, a word 
which became a synonym for an 
era in American manners and 
mores, will disappear from the 
language if a magazine called 
Downbeat has its way. 

A horrid word to certain refined 
ears, the word ‘‘jazz’’ may be 
stricken from the language, root 
and branch and, likewise, root and 
toot. 

The magazine hereinbefore fre- 
ferred to has announced a prize of 
$1,000: for the best word to replace 
‘jazz.’ The second prize will be a 
full night’s free service of the 
Charlie Barnet band, and third will 
be the same privilege with the 
King Cole trio, 


Some Suggestions 


A palpitating jazzman might 
imagine some of the delightful sug- 
gestions that are snowing down on 
the editors of Downbeat. What 
would they say to such examples 
as ‘“jumpmusic,’’ or “hotarmony” 
or “ticklear,’”’ or ‘‘syncotune,’”’ or 
“dizzart,"’ or ‘‘bopera?’’ Perhaps 
any of these might add something 
worthwhile to our vocabulary. 

It is almost as difficult to find 
where ‘jazz’ came from as to 
figure where, if anywhere, it is 
going. For one thing, ‘jazz’ is 
Creole for “hurry up.” Another 
suggestion is that ‘‘jazz’’ is an old 
African term for sing and jump, 
and ‘‘Jazzbo’’ Brown used to give 
out with a spirited brand of music 
that had the customers clamoring 
for ‘‘Jazzbo,"’ and ‘‘Jazz.”’ 

Charlie (Chaz) Washington, a 
Vicksburg drummer, had the same 
exhilarating effect upon his audi- 
ences. 

“Jaser"” is a French word for 
“chatter’’ or ‘‘gossip.”” 

But however jazz came into the 
language, some 50 or 60 years ago, 
it certainly has held on, When Paul 
Whiteman was the king of the craft 
he. called his book ‘‘Jazz’’ and the 
fanciful French fancier of the art, 
Hugues Panassie, issues learned 
tomes on “‘le jazz hot.” 


No Easy Chore 


The scholars of Downbeat will 
discover that it is no easy chore to 
toss out a popular locution, They 
will dutifully award their prizes for 
jazz replacement and will be morti- 
fied to hear the irreverent usage of 
the word ‘‘jazz’’ from then on in- 
definitely, just the same.

JOLIET, ILL.—A_ sick, old con 
vict, whose sentence has ended. has 
decided to stay in prison. He wil) 
remain at Joliet penitentiary as a 
“guest of the state'’ because he is 
homeless, friendless and dying. 


Alex Rhode, 73, has not known 


much else but prisons. He has 
passed most of the last 42 years in 
some penal institution. He had 
been serving a 10-year sentence 


for larceny, had saved up $600 and 
was looking forward eagerly to his 
release from Joliet. 4 

But for 90 days he had been in 
the prison hospital, complaining of 
stomach pains and nausea, He 
wanted to get an outside hospital 
but all were full, Then the warden 
told him he could stay on at 
Joliet, coming and going as he 
pleased, whenever the doctor said 
he was able, 


Rhode still wanted to get into an 
outside hospital. 

The prison doctor asked him 
where he'd go if he were released 
that minute. Rhode said he might 
stay on a bus until he got to Cali- 
fornia, 

Then the prison doctor said: “We 
have not told you this before, Alex, 
but you have an inoperable cancer. 
You must have regular blood counts 
and transfusions. You could never 
stand the trip."’ 

Rhode paled, then accepted a 
pack of cigarettes from an inmate 
nurse, 

“There's no one to care for you 
outside,’’ the doctor reminded him, 
“Here, these inmate nurses will 
treat you like their own father.” 

“That's right, Dad,'’ one of them 
smiled,
